Dairyman Says Espee Tariff 


Figures tn Other Sections 
Lower, Asserts Stamp. 


Mass of Evidence Piles Up at 
Rail Board Hearing. — 


One of the important witnesses 
yesterday in the Imperial Valley's 
fight against the Southern Pacific 
for lower freight rates was P. W. 
Stamp, traffic manager forthe Cali- 
fornia Central Creamery Company. 
Testifying before State Ralilroad 
Commissioner Loveland, at the rate 
hearing here, Mr. Stamp declared 
that much of the present unen- 
viable condition of the dairying 
business in the valley is directly 
due to what he described as “ex- 
cessive and discriminatory freight 
rates,”

Tuesday and was scheduled to end 
tomorrow afternoon, will neces- 
sarily have to be continued several!

noon session by P. Gregson.
